A "COMMON GROUND.' 



THE ISLAND RAILWAY 

IMPERIAL GOVERNMEI 



On Saturday we took occasion- to 
refer to tbo Island road as an Imper- 
ial necessity in tbo event of a foreign 
war. To-day a correspondent, in tak- 
ing a similar view of the wprk, claims 
that the road would be a paying in- 
vestment by effecting a saving in tbo 
cost of transporting ooal from Nanai- 
mo to Esquimalt of one dollar por ton. 
This is a commercial consideration .of 
great importance; but it does not 
como within tbo range of the: prosont 
article to discuss it to-day. Undor 
ordinary circumstances the consump- 
tion of coal by Her Majosty's ships is 
very large; but under the extraordina- 
ry circumstance of a foreign war tbo 
consumption would bo increased to an 
enormous extent. Regarded from an 
economic point of view, the road would 
provo of great advantage to the Im- 
perial Government; but, economy 
woighs as nothing in the scalo when 
compared with the weightier consi- 
deration of bringing tbo coal measures 
of Nanaimo within easy reach of thf> 
national ships in time of war. Two 
years ago the cost of a railway from 
Esquimalt to Nanaimo was estimated 
by Sandford Fleming at £800,000, or 
§4,000,000. Since that cstimidfl was 
made there has boon a heavy fall in 
iron, and railways that two years ago 
would have required an outlay for 
construction of $30,000 aro now being 
built for §15,000 a mile — a reduction 
of one-half. Wo are told on compe- 
tent authority that a line of railway 
may bo built from Esquimalt to Nan- 
aimo for loss than $2,500,000. ' The 
lands that would be traversed are the 
most valuable in the Province. There 
has been convoyed to the Canadian 
Government by our Legislature a bolt 
of those lands twenty miles on 
each Bide of the proposed lino of rail- 
way/ Within the past year one hun- 
dred acres of coal land near Nanaimo 
were sold by auction for $20,000. Just 
think of it! Placed at the very low- 
est figuro, 25,000 acres of the belt 
would pay for the construction of a 
lino of railway from Esquimalt to 
Nanaimo. The construction of that 
railway would bring about an ora of 
good feeling between the East and 
West; would pave the way towards a 
perfect understanding between Cana- 
da and the Eastern Provinces. Would 
calm the popular irritat'oj, smooth 
away every obstacle to a practical 
union, and cause Columbia to look 
upon Canada as a friend — instead of, 
as wo-regiet to say,many nowMo.asan 
enemy. Is not the result worth the 
effort ? And could there be a moro op- 
portune moment than this in which id 
enlist the co-operation of Great Britain? 
Wo have with us a noble lord who re- 
presents both Great Britain and Can- 
da. On the authority of a leading 
London newspaper we state that His 
Excellency is clothed, with large pow- 
ers—that upon his roport to Earl Car- 
narvon will depend the just settle- 
ment of all points at variance between 
Canada and Columbia. Earl Dufforin 
. has found the country in a discontent- 
ed and angry fiame of mind. He lias 
it in his power to leave it happy and 



Is tboro not a "common ground" 
on wbioh Mainland and Island may 
come togothor for united' action with 
respectito our differences with Old 
.Caimda? Cannot the wise men of 
each locality meet and arrango a 
schemo by which justice may bo ob- 
tained for both sections? Is there 
anything in tho "silver stroak" which 
separates Island from Mainland that 
ought to creato a division in popular 
sentiment on a matter where all are 
equally interested? Lot each section 
agree to reproseut in the strongest 
terms tho advantages it has to offer 
for a rou'to. That would l;o right und 
proper. But no man who wants a 
settlement will urgo tbo selection of 
this, that or tho other route as the 
only way out of tho difficulty. There 
is no issue on that point between Co- 
lumbia and Canada. There should be 
none between Mainland and Island. 
People here would be glad to seo rail- 
way work commenced under the Car- 
narvon Term Our information from 
tbo Interior indicates a desire to meet 
tbo Island on the basis of justice to 
both sections. It has been our wish to 
see a feeling of harmony existing be- 
tween Island and Mainland; and if 
the iiritatiug question of route — which 
1ms nothing to do either with the ori- 
ginal or Carnarvon Term — is not rd- 
vunced as tho sftie qua non of a Battlement 
tboro will bo harmony!

The position of this Province is such 
as to entitle it to the sympathy and 
assistance of the Imperial Govern- 
ment. Induced to enter Confedeia- 
tion witli the promise of railway con- 
nection with the' East within ten 
years, sho surrendered her tariff and 
with it the small measure of protection 
her producers enjoyed undor it. Ap- 
proached by Canada with a demand 
for relaxation sho extended the timo- 
limit and accepted a railway from Es 
quimnlt to Nunaimo and an expomli- 
turo of $2,000,000 a year on tho Main- 
land as compensation for past delavs. 
Now she is asked to accept in lieu* of 
tho Island railway a money compensa- 
tion" when work on tho Mainland has 
not been commenced! In addition to 
this, Columbia— through a blunder 
by Joint High Commission— is cut off 
from all participation in the beneiits 
of tho Washington Treaty. Tho boon 
of a market in California for the pro- 
duet of her illimitable fisheries is de- 
nied her. Tho interests of Prince 
Edward Island and Newfoundland 
wore provided for by tho Commis- 
sioners who framed the Treaty; but 
poor British Columbia was never once 
thought of. That Treaty was made in 
tho interest of tho Imperial j Govern- 
ment; and tho neglect of this Pro- 
vince's rights undor it gives her a still 
greater claim on tho Mother country 
for consideration. 

Wo euro not who may build tho Island 
road— whether it bo a privato company, 
tho Canadian Government, tho Impe- 
rial Government, or both Govern- 
ments. Wo do not raiso tho question 
of routo at all. That is a matter for 
tho onginoors. But in tho nani'o 



this disappointed peoplo, wo earnest- 
ly entreat Earl Bufferin to so shapo

This, you ably demonstrated, can only 
he secured here by a railway to Nanaimo, 
tho coal-bed of the Island, from Esqui- 
mau, the naval station of tho Pacific. 

Such a railway becomes an Imperial 
necessity, for in a time of aetivo war ser- 
vice it were ruinous to tho interests of 
success to have the coal supply depen- 
dent upon a slow and fitful sea-carriage, 
the protection of which would continu- 
ously prove a source of weakness by 
urawing tho escorting war'-vessela from 
tlie base pf active operations. And while 
from a point of Imperial security the Is- 
land Railway must of necessity bo .con- 
structed aeother argument of secondary, 
yet of great import exists for tho con- 
struction of a railway from Esquimalt to 
Nanaimo. Namely— "economy in coal 
carriage." 

A ei;reful computation of expense in 
freight transit between tho two points 
Shows a clear m irgiual saving of a dollar 
a ton on coal brought to Esquimalt by 
rail as agninst sea carriage. Tho limits 
of the present letter will not permit a 
tabulated statement showing tho figures 
by which such a result is arrived at; but 
they are at your dispo-al for subsequent 
consideration, if required. This one dol- 
lar a ton would be an immensoitem saved 
to the Imperial Government. Money is 
tho sinews of war. The Island Railway 
becomes an Imperial necessity when con 
sidered from a strategic point of view, ami 
Hiicb necessity must bo rendered the more 
acceptable in the realization of va.it econ- 
omy through the railway to tho Imperial 
war service. 
' 'Pho writer, while advancing the neces- 
sity of tho Island Railway to tho Imperial 
Government would not wish to ho con- 
strued as desiring to relieve tho Domin- 
ion Government from its coosti notion. 
On the contrary, British Columbians tak- 
ing a broad, a national view of 
the railway matter stir)uld demand in 
eyery,opnslitu*tiohal manner its construc- 
tion. Plighted faith, saerod treaties, 
national existence, are on tho side of the 
Railway. It must be built.

There was a mighty gathering of tho race 
of "Lo" at Saanich yesterday. Upwards 
of :ii 100 red-kins in 275 canoes "wore pre 
sent, the tribes from Nanaimo, Cowiclmn, 
Chemainus, Burrard Inlet, Langley, New 
Westminster, North and South Saanioh, 
Beechey Bay and Nitinaht on tho British 
side of the Straits being all represented, 
while the Semiahmoo, Lummie and Clal- 
lams appeared for the American Siwashes. 
The occasion of tho assemblage was a 
grand potlach of over 815,000 worth of 
goods being given away. English blan- 
kets to tho value of 85000 wore thrown 
from the top of tho lodges to bo scrambl- 
ed for by the natives below, wdio btood 
armed with long poles stuck full of nails 
at one end to secure the prize as soon a- 
it foil. En addition to these, soma curi- 
ous "perceoees," made by the natives 
themselves from the wool of tho mountain 
sheep, were also thrown. Three hundred 
guns, amongst which were some very flno 
double-barreled pieces with percussion 
locks, were then flung down and canted 
a series of tremendous struggles which 
lusted in some cases for nearly an hour. 
Pieces of board representing bums rang- 
ing from 8100 to 8500 were then scrambl- 
ed after tho same fashion. Three brotu- 
ers gave 3500 blankets as their contiibn- 
tion to tho grand gift "enterprise," which 
had all been paid for by tho products of 
the chase. Tho stock o'f gifts boing ex- 
hausted tlio Datives all got into their 
eunoes and loft, thus onding ono of the 
largest meetings of tho kind which has 
t aken place for some years and probably 
the last of any magnitude which will oc 
cur, as tho rising generation of IndiuiiH 
seem to care little about perpetuating tho 
customs of their forefathers, and this as 
well as many other ancient practices will 
soon bo numbered amongst the things of 
the pust. All was conducted soborly.and 
the Indian Superintendent, Col. Powell, 
and Police Superintendent Todd, who 
were present, wero both struck by thu 
absence of any sign of intoxication.

In spite of 
counter attractions and the brevity of no- 
tice a largo and appreciative audience was 
in attendance and a most amusing pro- 
gramme was very carefully carried out 
much to the amusement of those present. 
This evening they, will make their faro 
well appearance and those who would fain 
enjoy a hearty laugh should avail them- 
selves of tho * opportunity to aooure re- 
served seats at the box-oflico this morn- 
ing. 

— A special mooting 
of tho City Council will bo hold this 
morning at 10 o'clock when the lion, the 
Premier will bo present and tho question 
of the transf -r of public reserves by the 
Dominion Government to the City will be 
discussed. After the matter has boon 
thoroughly vent luted a petition to His 
Excellency will be drafted and tho City 
Council will proceed to Government 
House to place thoir case before tho Gov- 
ernor General. 



Fatal Explosion at Nanaimo. 

By tho arrival of tho steamer Emma 
from Nanaimo we learn that an explosion 
of gas took place at tho Vancouver Coal 
Co.'b Fitzwilliam mine, Noweustlo Island, 
on Friday morning at 7 o'clock whereby a 
man named Brown a native of Leicester- 
shire, England, und a Chinaman were im- 
mediately killod and a third man named 
McDowell, recently ot Illinois was so 
severely burnt and internally injured that 
death ensued within twelve hours after 
tho explosion. Three other whito men 
and ouo Chinaman wero more or loss in- 
jured. They wero attended however by 
Dr. Mclnnes, assisted by Dr. Oluness.and 
hopes are outertainod for their speedy 
recovery. Operations in tlio mine have 
beau suspended for the past week to com- 
plete improvements in tlio air courses 
und at tho bottom of the slope a volume 
of gun had accumulated and is supposed 
to have been ignited by tho carelessness 
of men who hud been employed by tho 
company and who proceeded to roiuovo 
their tools from tho pit without tho pre 
caution of using Davy lamps. An inquest 
on tho bodies oi" tho dead was hold bo- 
foro W. A. Spalding, Esq., Coroner, on 
Saturday last and after hearing the evi- 
dence the jury retired und hud not at la- 
test advices brought in a verdict. The 
Nanaimo Free Press gives tho following 
account of the accident: — 

Wo immediately proceeded to the 
scono of tho explosion and found that the 
gas had been fired in the Fitzwilliam 
mine and that a minor named George 
Brown and a Chinaman had been killed 
outright, aud that John Frame, Mat hew 
MoDowel, and Andrew Miller had been 
more or less injured. Tlio mine had 
been idlo since .Monday ami yesterday 
morning work was resumed in a portion 
of tho mine. Frame states just as he 
had passed tho lower lodgment (about}., 
a mile from the mouth of the slope) the 
dead man Brown about 20 yards in ad- 
vance, the explosion took place, knocking 
them both back into the lodgment. Thu 
explosion, Frame says, seemed to como 
from beyond where Brow n was, as though 
it had been lired down tho mine. Tho 
force of Ihe explosion lore away a large 
pottiuu of too ISraUctish, (airway,) broke 
tho boxes and forcod chips and other 
light substances up lo the top of pit-bead. 
Two miners — Eagan and Condon — 
wore in tho act of aim ting down the mine, 
bnt were driven back by the explosion. 
Eagan, Condon, Russell, Clurkson, Shil- 
lotto, Hiokison, Gillespie and otuors then 
went down the mine aud brought to the 
surface tho injured men McDowell, Frame, 
and Miller, when they were examined und 
treated by tlie Company's Medical Ollicor 
— Dr. L. R. Mc lanes — who hud p.oc'ded 
to Newcastle as ooon as thu s.m tidings 
leached Nanaimo. Shortly afterwards Dr. 
D. Cluness was sout lor and assisted for u 
thort tune, but hud to go to Wellington, 
to an urgent case there. Mr. J. Bryilen, 
manager of tho Vancouver Coal Co ,went 
to Newcastle as soon as po-sible after the 
accident, and procoeded down tho miuo, 
with others, to get tho bodies up.

Under I hi 
state of things thu farming community 
rospectfully beg Your Excellency to re 
commend to your Ministers that tho Le 
gislatnro of British Columbia bo permit) 
ed to frame a tut i IT more suited to our 
wants until tho promised transcontinent- 
al railway shall have beon completed,
